VILLA TO HUERTA. 


(BY MEXICAN CABLE AND A. 
VERA CRUZ, June 4.—President 
Huerta is now in daily communica- 
tion with Gen. Francisco Villa, ace 
cording to a report brought here by 
a refugee, but the character of their 
communication is somewhat uncom- 


ventional. 

Gen. Villa, according to the report, 
recently -sent one of his telegraphers 
within the Federal lines. ~ He tapped 
a wire and sent to Hgerta a Message 
in which Villa called ‘his enemy uri- 

leasant names and urged him not te 
his departure from the capi- 
tel ag Villa was very anxious to see 
him before he left. Villa requested 
Huerta to walt, saying he soon would 
be in the capital. 

President Huerta, according to the 
story, appreciating the grim humor 
of the situation, gave orders that any 
similar messages should not be with- 
held but delivered to him immediately. 
Since this order was issued Villa, ac- 
cording to the refugees, has not dis- 
appointed Huerta one day. Though 
the wording of his messages is always 
different, each message is sald to be 
more vituperative than the other. The 
daily receipt of these messages is etid 
to have become something of a joke 
at the National Palace. . 

The refugee who related this story 
said that Huerta’s hand had been 
strengthened by the receipt of am- 
munition from the Yptranga and Ba- 
varia and that he now laughs at the 
idea of resigning. The refugee de- 
clared the President was far from 
being a bankrupt, saying that In one 
bank alone he had twelve million 
pesos. The refugee sald the mem- 
bers of Huerta’s family were still in 
Mexico City.

(RIAL CORAEEPONDENCE | 

NEW YORK, May §.—The Federal 
League's attempt to establish itself as 
@ third major leagué is costing a lot 
of money to both Federals and or- 
Sanized ball, but the ball player will 
ultimately be the real sufferer. At 
the present time the ball player is 
traveling serenely on the crest of war 

salaries, but the finish of the 

t will put salaries below the mark 

they had attained when the Federal 

broke inte the scene. Such 

is the opinion of Frank Chance. whe 

is thoroughly conversant with the va- 

rious angles of the sport as player, 
manager and stockholder. 

“The Federals are not helping bali 
players as much as many would make 
us believe,” gaid the peerless leader in 
discussing the. new league. “Tem- 
porarily the player is reaping a »ene- 
Ot through the presence of the Feda, 
but wait until this war ends and see 


big drop and no matter which side 
wins the club owners will be in full 
control of the situation and abie to 
dictate to the players. 

“Tf the Feds should succeed in ea- 
tablishing themselves and should uk 
timately be joined with ino two major 
leagues, or even with the néxt high- 
est class leagues, it is a certainty that 
no more opposition need be expected 
for years. The field will be more 
than covered in the larger cities. If 

ball i¢ successful and the 

Feds should be forced tw) the wall, 

then organized baseball would te 

stronger than ever. Who would think 

of another league if the Feds could 

mot make it go with all their money? 
SPORT FOR FANS. 


“Baseball to the fan is primarily a 
sport, but to the club owners—the 
men who buy players and pay salaries 
—fTunning a ball club is a cold buat- 
ness proposition. Every man who is 
financing a ball club in any sort of 
a league ie in the game to make 
money. Some of the stories printed 
about the Feds during the last few 
months would spread the impression 
that the promoters wer engaged in 
the work of benefiting the ball play- 
ers first and perhaps make a little 
money afterward. in other words, the 
league was to be promoted by phian- 
thropists instead of business men. I 
never met a club owner who was not 
making baseball a business proposi- 
tion. Of course, all of them would 
rather have a winner than a loser, 
but it is only natural that a person 
who has invested thousands, or hun- 
dreds of thousands, in baseball is do- 
ang se to make money, not to help 
players. 

MUST REALIZE ON INVESTMENT. 


“The Federal League promoters are 
no different than any of the others. 
They will expect to realize as much 
on their investments asa the major 
league club owners would expect for 
the same amount. Hence the present 
war is a war of business men and 
will undoubtedly be settled through 
the business o If the Feds get 
enough at the gate they will stay in 
business and perhaps enter in a truce 
of some kind with the other club 
owners. If the receipts continue fo 
drop and the investment becomes on 
expense instead of a profit-maker thea 
the Fede will give up the business. 
The work of the players on the field 
#* an important part of the struggle 
and the receipts depend upow the 
playing naturally. But I am taking 
this view ause the business end 
of the battle ms to be entirely cver- 
looked. 

WILL FACE SALARY LIMIT. 

“Now for the player. When the 
Feds give up or sign a& peace agree- 
ment, whatever may be the outcome, 
the player may find himself facing a 
salary limit, and it is probable that 
salaries will be somewhat lower on 
an average than they have been dur- 
ing recent years. The player will 
have to accept what is offered him 
or stay out of the game. Grantin 
that-the same men are in control o 
the clubs after the war ends, is it not 
natural to expect that they wil) try 
to eveh up for the excessive salaries 
they are now compelled to pay? A 
player worth $3000, who holds a club 
up for a $4000 contract in war time, 
can hardly expect that the club owner 
will not try to get back some of that 
unearned money when he is in com- 
plete control of the situation. Remem- 
ber, the club owner is a business man 
and the ball player is his employee. 

“Tt ie through the players that «4 
club makes or loses money. If the 
club has to stand a loss of, sry $30,- 
000, in excess of salaries, it will nat- 
urally look to the players to make 
up for this expenditure. 

NOW AT THE TOP. 


“The ball player's salary had about 
reached the top figure, from a real 
business standpoint, when the Federal 
League activity began. I know of 
several players who were drawing 
quite a little more than they were 
really worth, even before the Feds 
were heard of. This is not a genera) 
statement regarding the average ball 
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inal bonus, say $506, and are held 
only by the ordinary contfact, I ean- 
not see how they feel sure of their 
The contracts, if I am in 
formed correctly, contain the ten 
clause, which es the club owner 
power to break them at will. At the 
same time they are no more binding 
than the major league contracts were 


“Any way you look at it, the player 
will eventually pay the freight. The 
only ones safe from financia) logs are 
these who draw down large bonuses 
which will more than make up for 
cuts they have to suffer when the 
war ends.”

mains and Large Population.

He 
was monarch of Anticosti, an island 
in the mouth of the St. Lawrence, 


. Menier’s object In pur- 
chasing the island was to orm 
it into the biggest private game pre- 
serve in the world. He had it stocked 
with all sorts of animals, and had 
two armed steamers to protect the 
island and its fisheries. 

Anticosti, however, is but a small 
island kingdom when compared with 
some of those ecattered around the 
shores of the United Kingdom which 
are owned and reigned over by pri- 
vate individuals. Lewis, in the Outer 
Hebrides. whose present ruler is Maj. 
Matheson, boasts of an area‘of 437,- 
221 acres and a popvuiation of nearly 
30,000 people. Indeed, it is the larg- 
est isiand in the United Kingdom next 
to Ireland. On its extensive moors 
and forest land the red deer still 
roam, while ite magnificent lochs are 
unequaled for fishing. 

It is in northern waters, too, that 
situated, an interesting 
island kingdom reigned over by the 
beautiful Marchioness of Graham, 
wife of the son and helr of the Duke 
of Montrose. Over 5000 people in- 
habit the island, which ig some nine- 
teen miles long and ten and « half 
miles broad, with an area of 168 
equare miles. 

The Marquis of Bute lords it over 
a kingdom—the island of Bute, in 
the Firth of Clyde gforty-nine square 
miles in extent, a 
population of 11,000 souls, 
far away is the beautiful island of 
Islay, now governed by Mr. Hugh 
Morrison, brother-in-law of Lord 
Granville.

Failing to get the Consumers’ Water Company to lower the rate 
during the months that the demand is so great, individuals made a can- 
vases of the city and state that 700 men have agreed to lay off of water 
entirely for at least three months.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 5.—A tale 
of rapid and spectacular financeering 
was unfolded today in the allegations 
of a petition in involuntary bank- 
ruptey, fled in the United States Dis- 
trict Court, and directed aguinst the 
Automobile Club of San Francisco.
